Japan'k Warthipe Were Later Seen 

^Ing in the Direction of Dalny, 
t Apparently Undamaged By 
jt^ the Ruaelan'a ^Ire.'' 

Che VoO^ Kb. 10.— A member of the 
crew of the Columbia trila thla atory 
of the Daval battle at Fort Arthur: 

"The Columibla was lying in the 
roaileted surroiinded by 14 Russian 
' battleships and cruisers. At 11 : 30 
o'clock Monday night a severe shock 
mm felt on bo«rd the Columbia. The 
Ittuwlaiui Immediately commenced to 
operate their searchlights and opened 
fire towards the sea. The firing lasted 
only a short time. At 1 o'cltKk more 
ahocks were felt and the Russians 
•Cain commenced firing. The Japan- 
eae did not- return the fire. At 2 
o^dock two Rnaalan battletrtiipe went 
in and wore beach od across the en- 
tranro nf the harbor. They were Rooti 
followi'd by a Russian cruiser, which 
also was beached. None of the ves- 
aela were damased above - the water 
line. More ahocka from torpedoes 
were felt during the early moraifag and 
then all was quiet. At 10 o'clock Tues- 
day mornlnK throe Japanese cruisers 
passed Port Arthur in sight of the 
Russian fleet. The whole Russian fleet 
immediately weighed anchor and went 
after them but returned in half an 
hour." 

The Russian forta opened fire on 
the Japanese fleet, which wa.s about 
three miles distant. The Japanese 
vessels returned the fire, hitting sev- 
eral of the Russian ships, but doing 
little damage. The Russian cruisers 
then went out, and the Japanese ves- 
seln ilisappoared. Tlioy were soon la- 
ter goliiK in tlie direction of Dalny, 
apparently undamaged, although the 
officers of the Columbia say that there 
were 17 in tbo attacking party, only 
16 were aeen later In the day near Foo 
Chow. 

The r<ilunibia had a narrow escape 
from injury. Her passengers and crew 
were very much excited in regard to 
her dangerous poaitloo. While going 
out of the roada at Port Arthur the 
Russian cruiser Novik got between the 
Columbia and the Japaneee fleet 
Shells which passed over the Novik 
struck around the Columbia. Her flag 
waa cut into shreds and one shall fell 
on her deck. The faces of those who 
were on deck were Maekened with 
powder smoke. A naval officer who 
was recently at Port Arthur says the 
Russians were not i)repare(l for the 
attack on their ships and had an in- 
sufficient amount of steam up. A boat 
patrolled the straits of Pe Chi Li con- 
tinuously but apparently the Japanese 
torpedo boats were not noticed until 
after the first torpedo waa fired. The 
RussjiaiiH fired l)ut the Japanese did 
not return the fire and baci<ed off. An 
bour later the discharge of torpedoes 
was repeated, after which the torpedo 
boats withdrew some distance. 

At 10 o'clock TuesdAy morning the 
Japanese fast cruisers circled within 
view of the whole Russian fleet, but 
they were not engaged. The Russians 
returned toward the harbor after an 
hour. The Japanese continuing came 
within three miles. A battle then be- 
gan and the Russian forta and 14 ships 
against 10 Japanese vessels. A few 
of the Japanese shells were effective 
but as far as seen the Russian shots 
fell abort 

Japanese are reported to be in poa- 
aesalon oi the aouthem portloa of the 
peninsula. 



The News Conflrmed. 
Washington, Feb. 10.— The state de- 
partment Tueaday recelTed a cable- 
gram from Ambassador McCormlck at 
St. Petersburg confirming the press re- 
ports to the effect that three wai ships 
Of the Russian fleet had been dam- 
aged in an attack in the roads ol the 
harbor at Port. . Arthur by Japanese 
torpedo boats. Tbe extent of the dam- 
age to the veaaels, it is said, is un- 
known. This was the first official in- 
formation received concemtxig thim ea« 
gagement.

Ten Russians Killed and Two Naval

8t Peteraburg, Feb, 10.— A telegram 
hae been reeeired firom Viceroy Alex- 
loir. It is dated February 9, and says: 

"A Japanese squadron of 15 battle- 
ships and cruisers to-day began to 
bombard Fort Arthur. The fortress i 
replied and the aguadroo weighed wjl- 



cfior in order to participate in the 
battle." 

Another tdegram from the viceroy 
says that after a bombardment lasting 
one hour the Japanese squadron ceas- 
ed Its fire and steamed southward. 

"Our losses," the viceroy continues, 
"are two naval officera and 61 men 
wounded and nine men killed, and on 
the coast batteriea one maa killed and 
three wounded. 

"During tbe engagement the battle- 
ship Poltava and the cruisers Diana, 
Askold and Novik were each damaged 
on the water line. The damage to the 
tortreaa waa not lDM>ortant"

CHARGED WITH MURDER. 



Teamatar Jams« McDonald Arrested 
en a Warrant at Bedford. 

Bedford, Ind.. Feb. 10.— James Mc- 
Donald, a teamater, was arrested Tues- 
day night on a warrant charging him 
with the murder of Sarah Catherine 
Schafer. in - the cab shed off of Li 
street on tbe night of January 81. The 
warrant on which McDonald was ar- 
rested was sworn out by Detective 
Reed at 9 o'clock Tueeday night be- 
fore Mayor J. Hlckson Smith and 
Prosecutor Miller, the latter arriving 
here late Tueaday evening for that 
purpose. The arrest waa made by 
IVtecfivc? Smith and Reed, Police- 
man .Myers and Sheriff Smith. The 
prisoner was arrested at his home and 
taken in a cab to the office of S. B. 
I^we, where he was confined until ta- 
ken to the JeffersonTllle reformatory 
by Detectives Reed and Smith. The 
movements of the officers were cloth- 
ed in secrecy and no one anticipated 
the action of the authorities. 

Following a nmior that the arrest 
had been made an excited crowd gath- 
ered at the Monon atatimi expecting 
the prisoner to be taken north on the 
Monon to Indianapolis. Crowds con- 
gregated on tho street corners dls. 
cu.^sing the arrest. The prlsoner'a 
whereabouts was kept a secret from 
the general public. Precaution was 
taken by the detectiveo to keep the 
public in ignorance of their actions, 
and the cab containing McDonald and 
his captors was driven In a round- 
about way down an alley In the rear 
of Lowe's office, the prisoner being 
hustled up a rear stairway. For sev- 
eral hours the detectives and their 
prisoner were closeted together, the 
former resorting to the usual sweating 
method, but whether McDonald made 
a confession or not. Detective Reed 
would not divulge. 

To conform with the laws of this 
state the preliminary trial of the pria- 
oner must be held within 48 hours aft- 
er the arrest and McDonald will be re- 
turned here for the hearing. The offi- 
cials, to guard against any possibility 
of lynching, have conununicated with 
Gov. Durbin regaeetlaff that militia be 
ordered here to iMrotect the prisoner.

Baltimore, Feb. 10.— Amid ruins still 
hot and smoking, Baltimore has begun 
its resurrection. With the dawn ot 
a clear wintry day whose brightness 
waa in itaeU an Ini^ratlon. the apathy 
of Monday gave way to energy and 
from the governor of the state to the 
least private eiti/.en the people of this 
(listressed city aroused tlieinselvcs to 
meet the appalling conditions that con- 
front tlMBk 

It was a day of conferencea.«Tba 
governor, the mayor and various mu- 
nicipal officials met and threshed out 
the problems that are theirs by virtue 
of public office. From tliis ( onference 
came a decision that Baltimore for the 
present needs no outside help, but will 
endeavor with her own resources and 
those of the state to meet the emer- 
K"ncy. At this conference also was 
develo|)<'d the machinery for an ad- 
visory Ic'f;i.>-laiive ( oinniission to act 
in conjunction with tbe legislature. 

The military offlolala had unuaual 
pfoblema to decide aad aolved them 
in a military manner, for Tuesday 

every pass tliat has been Issued giving 
entrance to the fire lines was revoked. 
No civilian may pass the t or ion of 
citizen soldiers which after 48 hours 
of coatinuoua duty Tueeday night 
stretched around the fire swept desert 
where lay safes and vaults containing 
imtolil treasure. 

With efjual promptness the chamber 
of commerce held a general meeting 
and issued a formal announcement 
that reflected prevailing hopetnlaeea. 
declaring "there are already such evi- 
dences of recuperation that all are en- 
coutaKed ill tlic hope of the early res- 
toration ol ( Vi'ry branch of trade." 

Tile .-to(l< exchange members met 
and decided to rebuild as soon as pos- 
sible. The same story can be told ef 
practically every commercial body, 
while on every hand is evidence of 
private effort ttiward reliabiiitation. 

All things considered, the public 
stock taking that engrossed t le busi- 
ness world of Baltimore Tuesday was 
satiafaotory. But thla doea not mean 
that t&e^ great Are was a lesser ca- 
lamity than has been pictured in these 
dispatches. The fact Is that 1 1'l acres 
of business buildings, representing 
property to the approximate value of 
|125.000,uuo was destroyed within the 
journey of a clock'a hand. Hlatory la 
marked by -few catamlties so vast and 
so costly In actual values, but with the 
passing of the first great sio-k and 
prostration, the brighter sido is com- 
ins? uppormost and a reail/.ation of 
what Baltimore escaped is dawning. 

A great cloud was lifted Tuesday 
afternoon when it wa-; discovci' d that 
praetlcnliy all of t!:e •. ;iuli.^ and sti i ng 
rooms and safes of tln' linaneial con- 
cerns which had tiuiliiings destrayod 
were utihurt. A tremendous loss In 
securities had been anticipated and 
when vault after vault yielded up its 
trensiue unharmed Hie joy of the gtiar- 
dians was Ijouudless.

The 
news cheered tbe whole city and en- 
couraged immediate and thorough in- 
vestigation. Merchants and their as- 
sistants, smoke soiled and begrimed 
and ln>liow eyed from anxiety and 
4osB of sleep, worked like laborers in 
the smoking ruins to uncover their 
safes, and in nearly every instance 
they were rewarded by intact cootenta.

The record for January shows that the 
highest temperature was on tbe 22ad, 
when 64" wan. reached ; th« loweet 0" on 
27tb; the mean for the month 29.7°. 
There were only two cold "snaps" dur- 
ing tbe mooth, one beginning on the 3rd, 
when the mercory got aa low aa 4^ The 
next morning it waa damn to 6°, aatd on 
the dth, it went to 3°. The second cold 
"snap" began en the 26tb, and laaled 
only tbiee days. Tlie total preeipltaldoB 
for January amounted to 3 18 inches. 

In December the temperature was 
down to 9" on (be 3rd. 8" on the 11th, 5" 
on the 1 fh.O'' on the l.')th, 7° on the 17th, 
U° on 18th, 0° on 2«th, and V on tbe 
30tb. 

The annual <9nmmaty for 190:3, just i»- 
eued by the Weather Bureau, shows that 
the coldest at this point last year was 9° 
below zero on the 19. h of February. The 
total precipitation at this point last year 
waa 38 27 inches, and of this rainfall we 
bad 7.68 inches doting the month of Feb- 
ruary, that month baiag not only the 
coldeatbotthovetteat.
